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PASSAGE TO IRELAND. 

It may be found useful to point out some 
few of the methods of proceeding from 
Great Britain to Ireland. 

From London, there are steam vessels to 
Dublin, about once a week, touching at Ply- 
mouth and Falmouth, performing the voyage 
in about eighty hours ; should the traveller 
object to so long a sea voyage, he may 
proceed from London to Holyhead, through 
Coventry, Birmingham, Shrewsbury and 
Bangpr, 260 miles, and from thence cross the 
cbamiel to Dublin, about 68 miles. Steam

vessels start everj morning, and perform 
the voyage in six or eight hours. 

Another method, is from London to 
Manchester, and by the Railway to Liver- 
pool, in all 213 miles, and from thence to 
Dublin. The passage is generally accom- 
plished by the steam vessels in fourteen 
hours, the distance being about 126 miles. 
The mail steamer leaves Liverpool at 5 
o' Clock every evening ; Commercial steam- 
ers also ply daily, and have excellent 
accomodation for passengers. 

A fourth route is from Bristol which 
city is 1 19 miles from London, the distance 
to Dublin is about 220 miles, and the 
passage is seldom accomplished in less than 
24 hours. From Bristol there are also 
steam vessels to Cork, twice a week, the

distance is about 230 miles, and is accom- 
plished in abont thirtj honrs. 

From Scotland^ persons wbo object to a 
long vojage, maj cross the channel from 
Port-patrick to Donaghadee, in about three 
honrs, the distance being only 23 miles 
There are also ^steamers from Glasgow to 
Dublin, twice a week, average passage 
eighteen hours. 

Steamers start everj day from Milford 
Haven (winch is about 256 miles from Lon- 
don,) to Waterford. The voj^age occupies 
ten hours— 4he distance is about 84 miles.

DESCfilPTION OF DUBLIN. 

Dublin^ the metropolis of Ireland, the 
chief town of the countj of the same name, 
in the province of Leinster, is situate in lat. 
53« 2P N. and long. 6^ 15' W. immedi- 
Atelj opposite the coast of North Wales.. 
About a mile from the citj is the Ba^* of 
Dublin, justly celebrated for the beautj of 
its shores, and bearing a considerable re- 
semblance to the far-&med Bay of Naplesu 
The north side of the harbour is sheltered 
bj the Hill of Hpwth, on which there is a 
light-house, corresponding with one in the 
centre of the Bay, and the approach to the 
city is well defended by extensive moles. 

At a short distance beyond the south of 
the town is seen gently rising meadows and 
pleasure grounds ; a b^eautiful range of hills^

of varied sbape aad oonatdeimble altitade, 
which travenes the oonntj of Wicldow 
and bounds the coast, extending south east 
from the eitj. To the north east, the 
lowlands sldrting the sea coast, leading to 
the fine promontorj of Howth Head, on 
the right hand, are covered with Inxnriant 
trees, and studded with stately mansions 
with here and there a church tower rising 
above the foliage. 

Tke oitj oif Dnblin occupies an area of 
between three and foizr miles in diameter, 
«nd ooDlains two Cathedrals, twentjr 
Churches, seveml Chapels of Ease, m<»a 
Aaa tfiirty Roman Catholic Chapels, a 
Calvinist*s Church, a DaniiE& and a Dutch 
Lathentn Chapel, a Synagogue, various 
Chapels for Presbyterians, MethodSst«> 
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S DESCRIPTION OF DU&LIN. 

Baptists^ MoravianB, Quakers, and se- 
veral Roman Catholic Monastic InBtitn- 
tioii3 ; in 1669, the population of Dub- 
lin amounted to 8^159 souls-— it now 
amounts to about 265,000/ The 
city ' was originaUj called Eblana by 
Ptolemj, who wrote in the year A. D, 140. 

THE RIVER ANNA LIFFEY divides 

Dublin into two, nearly equal parts, 'which 
we may denominate the north and south 
divisions. On the south side is the old 
town, including the Castle, the Exchange, 
the Cathedrals, the Bank, Cfonnerly Parlia* 
ment House) Trinity College, Stephen's- 
green, Merrion-square, Pitzwilliani-square, 
the Mansion-house, College of Surgeons, 
Theatre Royal, Hawkins's-streetand the 
Dublin Society House, formerly the resi- 
dence of the Duke of Leinster. 
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DBSCRIPTfON OF DUBLIN. ^ 

This side of the city is rapidly improving 
and presents quite a different appearance 
from what it did a few years ago; new 
houses are springing up in all directions 
but more particularly towards the east 
where whole streets and terraces have 
been formed, and it is more than probable 
that ere many years elapse, Kingstown may 
be connected with Dublin by continuous 
rows of well built houses. The commence- 
ment of the line of railway between the 
last mentioned places is on this side of the 
water. 

The northern portion of the city is regu- 
larly built, and the streets are magnificent. 
The view from Carlisle Bridge is, to a 
stranger, particularly striking; from this

point the spectator beholds Sackville-street, 
which for breadth and beautj has scai^ely 
an equal ; the Post Office and its beantiftil 
portico, Nelson's Pillar, and the Rotunda 
in the distance ; the south front of the 
Custom House, with the quays and ship- 
ping ; Westmoreland-st. with the? portico 
of the old House of Lords, and Trinity 

' College ; and D'Olier-st, with the Dublin 

Library, and terminated by a view of the 

front of the new square. Trinity College. - 

The north side contains also the Four 

Courts, Royal Hibernian Academy, Lying- 

. in-Hospital, the Temple, Mountjoy-square, 
Rutland-square, &c. &c. 

The Liffey is bounded on both sides, by 
broad quays, which tend greatly to improve 
the appearance of the city, the purity of the

air, and the health and comfort of the 
inhabitants; thej are constructed of granite^ 
and beginning at Ringsend point, where- 
the riv«r falls into the Bay, extend for a 
space of three miles ; across the river are* 
six handsome stone bridges, and two of 
east iron, besides Sarah's Bridge, a littler 
above the town. 

Two canals, the Grand and the Royal, 
which extend into the interior of Ireland, 
nearly snrronnd the eity and terminate^ in 
docks on each side of the river ; they 
are Bavigable for barges of above sixty 
tons, and are the chief means employ- 
ed to bring the produce of the interior to 
the Dublin markets.

men, two Sheriflb, thirty-three Sherifi 
Peersy who are members for life, and ninety* 
six Common Conneil-men, who are the 
representatives of twenty-five guilds. It is 
divided iAto two parts: — ^The Board of 
Aldermen, of which Uie Lord Mayor is 
President, and the Commoiis, eonsisdng of 
the Sheriff's Peers, and Common Council* 
pxen, over which the Sherifb for the year 
preside. 

The Lord Mayor's jurisdiction extends 
over the city and a portion of the bay ; 
He, with the assistance of the Recorder, 
tries all offenders, except for murder and 
treason ; and also civil Suits for less lihan 
twenty pounds. The city assembly house 
is in William-street. 

The Police Establishment consists di

twelve Mag^stmteBy four of whom are 
Aldennen, four Sber^'s Peers, and four 
BaniBters ; eight of them are selected by 
Oovenuaenty and the other four bj Common 
Council : there are also 30 Horse Ftetrole 
100 Foot Patrole, and about 550 Watch- 
men. 

The head police office is in Elxchange- 
court, but there are three others : — at Arran- 
quay, College-street, and Henrj-street; the 
whole establishment is undergoing consi* 
derable alterations and ifldiprovements^ 
under an act of Parliament, passed in 1836. 

DUBLIN CASTLE. 

Was commenced in 1205, by a natural 
son of Henry, II, and finished in 1220, by 
Henry de Loundres, Archbishop of Dublin, 
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14 CASTLE. 

but did not beeome a Viee-regal residence 
till the reign of Elizabeth. It is divided 
into two courts or yards, the upper, contain* 
ing the apartments of the Lord Lieutenant 
and his suite, and the Bedford Tower ; and 
the lower, containing the Treasury, Chapel, 
Ordnance Office, &c. The principal en- 
trance is from Cork-hill, and conjdsts of a 
lofty arch, over which is a statue of Justice. 
The upper yard is a quadrangle, 280 feet 
by 130, having on its north side a building 
of the Ionic order, crowned with a Corin- 
thian tower and cupola. On the west side of 
this building is an archway corresponding 
with the one already mentioned, and 
surmounted by a statue of Fortitude. The 
collonade on the south side of the yard 
leads to the Vice-regal apartments, behind 
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CASTLE. 15 

vfbxehy are the castle gard^is. The pre- 
sence chamber k fitted up with crimson 
.velvet^ and contains the throne erected for 
George the IV. richlj ornamented with 
gilt canred work ; and the ceiling is adorned 
with a splendid lustre, the gift of the Duke 
of Bedford. 

ST. PATRICK'S HALL is. a noble apart- 
ment, 38 feet in height, 82 in length and 
41 in breadth; on the ceiling are three 
puntings, the interior of a circular form, 
the others oblong, representing George III 
supported by Liberty and Justice; the 
conversion of the Druids by Saint Patrick ; 
end Henry the II receiving the submission 
of the Kings of Ireland. 

THE CHAPEL, in the lower castle yard 
is a beautiful edifice of Gothic architecture^ 
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16 CASTLH. 

73 feet long and 35 broad, designed by John- 
aton. Divine service was first performed in 
the present bnilding, on Christmas A&y, 
1814 ; and the total expence of its erection is 
estimated at £42,000. It consists of a sim« 
pie choir, without nave or transept, and has 
a ceiling of groined arches, supported hy 
graceful pillars. The east window is orna- 
mented with stained glass, representing 
Christ before Pilate ; and the four Evange- 
lists. The front of the gallery, and the pulpit 
are ornamented with beautiful oak carviii^ 
of the armorial bearings of those noblemen 
who have been viceroys, with the dates oi 
their governments. Divine service com«> 
mences on Sundays^ at a quarter before 12 ; 
the Lord Lieutenant usually attends, and the 
service whichis choiail, is particularly grand.

At the west end of the ohapel is a eircn- 
lar hidldingy called the Record Tower, the 
most ancient part of the castle. It is con- 
nected with the Birmingham Tower, hy a 
portion of the old citj wall. 

THE ORDNANCE OFFICE and the Trea- 
snrjy are plain buildings, commodious in 
the interior, but utterly destitute of architec- 
tural ornament. 

The Castle is the chief residence of his 
Excellency, the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, 
and of the Irish Secretary, the Privy 
Council, when summoned by the Lord 
Lieutenant, meet in i^e Council Chamber, 
above the archway, in the uj^er yard. In 
the absence of the Lord Lieutenant, the 
government is entrusted to three Lords 
Justices. In the castle his Excellency

holds his court and levees; Here also 
two public balls are given annnallj, 
on the King's Krth day, and on St. 
Patrick*8 day. 

The Lord lieutenant's household 
connsts of a private secretary^ 8teward> 
comptroller^ gentleman nsher, chamber- 
lain, and master of the horse^ with se- 
veral gentleman of the bed-chamber^ 
gentlemen at large, chaplains, aides-de- 
camp, pages, &c. &c. 

TRINITY COLLEGE. 

Is a protestant one ; and by its immense 
endowments, one of the richest in Europe, 
it was originally projected in 181 1, but did 
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net floaridL till idle tme of fiGbBftbeithi JBK>m 
"vhomitB charter mts obtaiiied. 

Hike estabHsbfXkent conaistB of a Chan* 
eellor, Viee-Chaoieellor, Rrovost, Vice- 
Provost, twenty-four Fellows, five King's 
Professors: — of Divinity, Common Law, 
Civil Law, Phyoc and Greek ; and abont 
1€00 students. There are also professors 
and lecturers in eaeh department of science 
«nd literature, on ihe foundadon of Eras- 
«BB8 Smith, Archbishop King, and Arch- 
9)^op Whately. The college has the 
patronage <pf nineteen valuable Hv^s, to 
vMch the ll^ows who choose to accept 
them, are appointed by seniority. 

The fMlows are elected ^m the gradu- 
ates, after a very severe examination.

The buildingB of die College are of cbn*^ 
siderable extent and beantj, and consist of 
three squares, denominated/ Parliament 
square, the Library square, and Botany 
Baj. 

The principle front, towards College- 
green, is of the Corinthian lorder, and is 
300 feet in length. An octagonal vestibule 
leads to the Parlisunent square, a quad- 
rai^le, 316 feet bj 212, built entirely of 
hewn stone. On the north side is the chapel, 
adorned with a portico of four Corinthian 
columns supporting a pediment ; the chan- 
cel is eighty feet long, and has a recess at 
its extremity, 40 feet broad, and 44 high. 
Divine Service commences at a quarter 
before, ten, on Sundays ; the gallery is open 
to the public ; the service is choral. On

the soutliadey conrespoiidiiig in external 
appeamnoe with the ehapel, k the theatre, 
or examination hall, ornamented with 
portraits of Queen Elizabeth, Arehbishops 
Usher and King, , Bishop Berkeley, W. 
Moljneanx, Esq. Dean Swift, Dr. Baldwin, 
and Mr. Speaker Forster. On one side is 
a handscnne monmnent executed by Hew- 
etson, in memory oi Provost Baldwin, who 
left £80,000. to the nnivernty. There is 
also a fine organ, presented by Queen 
Elisabeth, said to have been taken from the 
Spanish Armada. 

The Parliament and library squares, are 
connected by a small quadrai^le, where 
stands the refectory, a handsome structure, 
the £pont of which is ornamented by a 
pediment supported by pilasters ; the inte«

The library square is 265 feet in length, 
and 214 in breadth ; three sides axe of 
brick, the fourth,, containing the library, of 
stone. This noble apartment is 220 feet 
long, 4i broad, and 40 in height, and is 
acknowledged to be the finest room in 
Europe applied to such purposes ; it is 
adorned with numerous busts, and tfa» 
numbeiT of volumes^^ exceeds 150,000, iu 
addition to which. is the Fsfel Library, 
containing 20,000 volumes^ and oyer it> a 
manuscript room.

North of the library square i» the third 
quadrangle, called Botany Baj, an area of 
greater dimenaions than either of the others. 
The stone front towards New Bninswick- 
streety is 270 feet in length. 

The MUSEUM occupies the centre of the 
main building, and is sixteen feet in length, 
and forty in breadth; it contains a large col* 
lection of minerals and curiosities firom the 
South Sea' Islands, a model of the Giant's 
Causeway, and an antique Irish harp, said to 
be the property of King Brian Boromhe. 

. East of the library square, is the College 
Ptok, a fi^ce of about twenty acres, laid 
out with mush taste, and containing tennis 
courts, fdr the amusement of the Students. 
In that part of the Park, formerly used as a 
bowling-green, stands the new Anatomy 
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24 TEINITY COLLEGE. 

House, built 9t the expence of tbe Univor- 
sitj. It is 115 feet in length, bj 50 iu 
breadth, and contains a lecture room, 
museum, and three private rooms. 

Amongst the curiosiiies in the anatomical 
museum, are some ver j curious preparations 
and skeletons ; a complete skeleton of a 
Grampus, with those of M'Gratb, the Irish 
giant ; Clarke, of Cork, the ossified man, 
&c. &c. there are also some wax models of 
the human figure. 

On the north side of the park, is the 
university printing office, and on the south 
side of the college stands the provost's 
house, a handsome edifice, with wings, 
erected from designs by the Earl of 
Burlington,

STATUE OF WILLIAM IIL 

Opposite to Trinitj College, in College- 
green, stands en equestrian Statue of VVil* 
liam the -thiiid, erected in 1 700, in conuneo 
s&OFation of tbe revolution of 1688. The 
(Btatueis^f metal and the pedestal of granite, 
ornamented with tr^plues. Sevenil acts of 
violence have frc»ii time te time been com* 
mkted (^4t, «nd earlj^ in J 886 the figure 
was blown from the horse b/gponpowder; 
considerable rewai^ds have been offered Ipr 
the.discovejry of thedaraug authors of this 
Ott^^e, wthout success ; , the statue has 
since been re-erected^ at the expense of 
the corporatioa.

This magnificent structure, fonnetly 
the parliament house, is situated in College* 
green, and is justlj celebrated for its very 
elej^nt architecture, its form is that of a 
i^emi-circle and occupies about an acre and 
a half; the first stone was laid in 1729, by 
Lord Cartaret, then Lord lieutenant, it 
was finished in 1739, firom designs by Sir 
E. L. Pearse, this however being found too 
small, the east firoxft was added in 1785, 
from designs by Mr. Gandon, and in 1787 
the west front was designed and executed 
by Mr. Bark ; a considerable sum has lately 
been expended in strengthmiing it. . 

The principal front, 147 feet long, is a 
grand collonade of the Ionic order, it forms 
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BANK OF IBSLAN0. 27 

three sides of a quadrBtigular court-yard, 
and rests on a raised '^floor, which is ap- 
proached bj a flight of steps. In the cen- 
tre is a very beaatiful portico adorned with 
the royal arms, and verj finely executed 
statues of Hibeniia, Fidelity, and Com- 
merce. Two lofty arches form the entran- 
ces from the street. The east front, which 
faces College -street, is a Corinthian portico 
of six columns supporting a pediment^ on 
which are statues of Fortitude, Justice and 
Liberty. The west front in Forster-place, 
has a portico of four columns of the Ionic 
order; a military guard-ro(»n has been 
erected adjacent, the entrance to which^ is 
through a magnificient archway ornamen- 
ted' with Ionic columns and crowned by 
military trophieS; designed by J. Kirk*

, Tlie interior of the bank corresponds 
.with the beauty of its external elevation, 
And the various apartments are admirably 
^adapted to the purposes intended, the cash 
office, built by Johnston, is a noble and' 
spacious apartment, 70 feet long and 50 
broad, crowned by a lofty lantern, and 
^surrounded by fluted columns of the Ionic 
order. The court of proprietors, formerly 
the house of lords, contains a statue of Geo. 
. Ill, by Bacon, jimior, a bust of Welliiigton, 
^by Tumerelli, and two pieces of dutch 
tapestry, representing the siege of London- 
.derry, and the battle of the Bqyne. 
. One of the apartmeiits is £tted up as an 
.armoury, and in the r6om next to it, is a 
very elegftnt model of the bank, by Mr. 
DoolitUe. . , The inachineiy invented by 
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ROYAL SXeRANOE. ^9 

Mr.. Oldham, fbr the formation of ba;iik 
notes, and the prevention of forgerj, is 
remarkably cnribnfl and extensive. 
' The bank of Ireland was incorporated 
in- 1783, it has a governor, depnty governor 
and fifteen directors ; the cash and bullion 
offices are open everj day iroim ten to 
&ree 

ROYAL EXCHANGE. 
This elegant edifice occupies a conspicu- 
ous ^tnation on Cork-hill, near the Castle. 
It was commenced in the year 1 709 from de- 
signs by Mr. Cooley, and completed in 1779. 
It forms a quadrangle of 100 feet, surmount- 
ed by a dome, and has three fronts, of port- 
land stone. The north or principal front, 
exhibits a portico of six Corinthian columns 
supporting an entablature, which is conti-

nued' along tiie other fronts^ all of which 
are adorned with pilasters of the Corinthian 
order, and surmounted bj a balustrade. 

The interior of t}ie exchange is a rotunda 
formed hy twelvie fluted Corinthian columns 
thirtj-two feet in height, crowned bj a 
dome, richlj ornamented with stucco. In 
this room is a statue of George III. by Van 
Nosty presented bj the Earl of Northum- 
berland ; and on the staircase is a statue 
of Dr. Lucasy the representative of Dublin, 
in the late Irish Pariiament, executed b j 
E. Smyth. 

COMMERCIAL BUILDINGS. 

These buildings are ntuated in Dame- 
street, and were erected by a company of 
merchants, the royal exchai^e not being 
deemed sufficiently convenient and central

for mercantile pnranits. Thej form a haad« 
some, but simple edifice, comprising a spa- 
cibtis lofty bally an excellent co&e- 
room, 'stock excbange, and an botel.

CORN EXCHANGE. 

Is situated on Burgh-quaj, nearly oppo- 
site to the custom house. It is a handsome 
stone structure, containing a hall 190 feet 
in length, furnished with tables for Ae 
exibition of samples of com. In the upper 
part of this bmlding were held the meetings 
of the catholic association.

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THE POST OFFICE. 

This snperb stotia edifice, is sitttated in 
Saokville^trset^ apd bnilt from designs: bjc 
Johnstoni The fint stone ime: laid b^ 
Lord Whitwortfay in ]814, andtlie buildiaf 
was completed in about four jears,. at an 
expence of ;€50,000, The front which is 
220 feet in length, has a magnificent portico 
80 feet wide, consistiiig of six Anted Ionic 
colnmnsy more than foor feet in diameteiv 
supporting a pediment with the ro^al aimsi 
Over the pediment aie status ofMecourf^ 
Hibemia and Fidelity, exiscuted bf Mr. J^ 
Smyth. The interior is rranarkable. for 
the convenience of its arrangement^ and 
in the board room is a fine marble bust of 
Lord Whitworth, hy Smjth.

The establidhment of a sepaiate post 
office for Ireland, was first instituted in 
1784, nnder the government of two post 
masters general ; there are now more than 
60(X places in Irelcmd, where letters ar^ 
delivered from this office. The penny 
post was established in 1770 ; letters are 
delivered four times a daj; the chaise for 
those bejond the canals, is two-pence« 
Mail coaches were introduced in 1790, 
about six years after their introduction in 
England. The London mail is dispatched 
at ten minutes past six, letters must be in at 
mx ; Idveipool ata quarter past four, letters 
must be in by fbur. The Irish and Scotch 
mails start at 7 P. M. on Sundays at 6 P. M. 
Penny post, first delivery at 8 A. M., 
second at 1], third at 3 P. M., fourth at 6. 
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NEliSON'S PILLAR. 

Stands immediatelj opposite the pofit 
;office, aud is a i^oUe fluted column, of. the 
rDoric order, des]gn^d by WiUdiis^ and 
.erected "by pjablic subscription, in ,1808. It 
is Burmounted bj a beaujdfuUj executed 
:8tatue of Nelson, 14 feet in Jieight,:by Kirk j 
•on the pedestal s^e:the names and dates 
of the principalengagements in which. Lord 
.Nelson was engaged. The total height of 
,the column is 134 feet. . There is a small 
gallerj, surrounded bj a bulustrade, at the 
.smnmit of the pillar, to which access may 
be gained, upon payment of 6d. . 
THE ROTUNDA. 

Situated at the end of SackviUe-stzeet, is 
an elegant circular building, in which balls^ 
concerts and assemblies are held. It com^ 
prises a great room 80^ feet in diameter and 
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40 in height ; a card roem and tea room, 
each 56 feet bj 24 ; a ball room^ 86 feet by 
40 ; exhibition rooms, &o. The profits 
aricdng fh)ni this establishment are devoted 
to the snpport of the adj^iniiig Ijing-in 
hospital. 

THE CUSTOM HOUSE 
Is situated on the north bank of the river, 
near Cariisle-bridge, and is justly reckoned 
one of the^ handsomest buildings in Dublin, 
in pcHnt of architectural beiauty. It was 
commenced in 1781, and completed in 
about ten years, from designs by Mr. Gau- 
don, at an expence of £260j000 

This splendid building is ^75 feet in 
length, and above 200 in depth, it had four 
fronts, all of stone. In the centre of the 
principal or soath front, is a fine portico. 
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consisting of four massive Dorie columns^ 
supporting an entablatiirey on which are 
represented Hibemia and Brittaimia embra* 
cingy and holding the emblems of peace 
and liberty^ the whole executed bj Mr, J. 
Smyth. On the attic story are statAs of 
Commeree* Navigation, Industry, and 
Wealth, by T. Banks. Above the portico 
is a noble cupola, above 26 feet in diametei^ 
erowned with a coUossal statue of Hope^ 
12 feet high: the entire elevation to the 
summit of the figure is i 25 feet. The other 
fronts are handsome, but considerably infe- 
rior to this, in beauty of structure. 

The chief objects of the interior, entitled 
to a stranger's attention, are the grand 
staircase, which is very curiously construc- 
ted, and the long room, a very noble 
apartment, 70 feet by 6.% the arched ceiling 
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of wMch is 49iipported by a range of eolumns, 
of the Compoeite order. East of the custom 
honse^ are extendve wet docks^ and the 
King's tobacco warehottse^ designed by Ren- 
nie, it9 length is 500feet9 its breadth above 
160 ; the roof^ the lanterns and pillars^ are of 
metal. In the month of August 18^3, a large 
range of stores, with much property, was 
consumed by fife, but have since been rebuilt 

STAMP OFFICE. 

The western portion of the customhouse 
h now devoted to the business of the Stamp 
Office, the large stone building in William- 
street, lately used for that purpose, and built 
by Lord Powerscourt, for his own residence, 
having been sold by government to Messrs 
Ferrier, Pollock and Co., wholesale silk and 
haberdashery merchants. 
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THE FOUR COURTS. 

These magniiice&t couria of law, are ntu- 
atedon King's lun's-quaj > at the north side 
of the river, the site was formerly that of thue 
friarj of St SaviouFy founded about the jear 
1202, hy the Earl of Pembroke^ The firot 
stone of the present edifice was laid hy tho 
Doke of Rutland in 1786, the building of it 
occupied twelve years ; the design was by 
Mr. Cooley,but on his decease Mr. Gandon 
undertook the superintendance — ^the ex- 
pence of the building is estimated at about 
£200,000 

The front is 460 feet long, the depth of 
the buildings 173 feet. The great portico 
facing the river, consists of six Corinthian 
columns, supporting a massive pediment. 
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s>n wluehare placed Btataes of Moses, Jus- 
tice and Mercy, at the comers are two 
others, of Wisdom and Authority. The 
.wings are separated from the main building 
by large areas, in front of which are arched 
^ereens, continuiag the fecade in a right 
Ime. 

In the c^tre oiihe building is a hall, in 
the form of a rotunda, 64 feet in diameter, 
jfrom which the courts of Chancerj, King's 
JBench, Common Pleas, Exchequer and 
Rolls court diverge. The intervals between 
the courts are occupied by retiring rooms, 
jury rooms, &c- The upper part of the 
drotunda is a. lantern, lighted by twelve 
•windows, antd ornamented with 24 columna 
4»fthe Corinthian order, the whole surmount* 
edby a eapadous. dome wiili mosaic ceiling. 
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Over the entrances to the courts are basso 
relievos^ representing John signing Magna 
Charta ; William the first institnting Nor- 
man courts ; Henry the second granting a 
charter to the people of Dublin, and James 
the first abolishing Brehon laws, and gran- 
ting a general amnesty. The record cham- 
ber is above the roof of the hall. 

There are several apartments under the 
courts, one of which is a coffee room ; and 
at the rere, extensive chambers for solicitors 
are now erecting. 

THE KING'S INNS. 

The edifice called the Inns of Court, was 
erected at the close of the eighteenth cen- 
tury, and is situated at the end of Hen- 
rietta-street. ' The front is beautifully 
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constructed of hewn stone, consisting of a 
centre and wijigs ; the central building is 
surmounted bj a beautiful octaugular 
cupola, beneath which is a loftj gateway, 
tnth the zojal •arms. .The wings which 
extend back 1 10 feet presentfa&cadecof. two 
Btoriee, surmounted by pediments. 

The King's Inns contain the r^pstry 
office, Mid record office, where wills aQd 
testamentatar J papers are deposited. The 
Prerogative court occupies the south wing, 
and in the north wing is the dining room, 
containing a portrait of Lord Chancellor 
Manners. The library was over the ante 
hall, but has lately been removed to a large 
building in Henrietta-street*— it contains a 
valuable collection of law books as well aa 
some curious MSS. 
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THE ROYAL 
DUBLIN SOCIETY HOUSE. 

* This noble mansioa was formerly the 
town residence of the Duke of Leinster. It 
is situated in Kildare-street^ and behind the 
bnilding is a lawn opening into Merrion- 
square, llie front is of the Corinthian 
order^ and remarkably handsome ; the hall 
is verj loflj and adorned with a copj of 
the Apollo Belvidere : it leads to the news 
room^ board room, &c. On the next story 
is the library, containing upwards of 1200 
volmneSy and a considerable number of 
MSS. The museum which is on the same 
floor, is disposed in six rooms ; it contains 
a very fine and extensive collection of mi'- 
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neials^ dassified on the system of Warner; 
nomeroos specimens of natural history, and 
some models. The chemical laboratory is 
iinished in the most approved manner, and 
the apparatus is particularly good and 
sdentifio — ^lectures are delivered here an- 
nually. 

THE DUBLIN SOCIETY originated in 
1731, and was chiefly supported by the 
subscriptions of Dr, Madan, Dr. Prior, and 
a few other scientific gentlemen ; in 1742 
it was incorporated as the Dublin Society 
/or improving husbandry and other useful 
arts. It is governed by a president, and 
six vice-presidents; it has professors of 
botany, chemistry, agriculture, geology, 
mineralogy, and a lecturer on natural and 
experimental philosophy. There are also 
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masters for every description of draw* 
ing; a librarian^ gardener^ &c. &c. 

The society has a very fine botanic gar- 
den at Olassnevin, where the traveller may 
spend a few hoars with much gratification. 
During the summer, lectures on botany are 
delivered free to the public. 
■ At the society house there is an annual 
exhibition of Irish manufactures of every 
description and premiums are awarded for 
the best articles produced. There is also an 
annual shew of cattle. The various depart- 
ments of this institution are open to the 
public on the following days :— The museum 
on Tuesdays and Fridays, from twelve to 
three ; the statuary rooms, on Wednesdays 
and Saturdays, from twelve to three ; the 
botamc gardens, Glasnevin, on Tuesdays 
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and Fridays, from twelve to four. Parlia- 
ment gnt&ts this valuable institntion an ex- 
tensive annual sum. 

THE THEATRE ROYAL 

. Hawkin's-street, stands on the dte of tte 

Dttblin Sodetj^s old house. It was built in 

1^21, from designs hy Mr. Beazel)". The 

' front consists of a rusticated basement^in the 

f<>fm of an arcade, above which are columns 

of the Ionic and Doric orders. The form 

of the interior is that of « Lyre, the decora- 

- tions ^are neat and tasteful. Admission to 

the boxes, 5s. pit 8s. m. gal. 2s. u. gal Is. 

THE THEATRE ROYAL, 

Abbej-street, formerlj the arena, has 

been partially rebuilt, and a small portico 

added ; the front is neat and simple, and 

the interior elegantly decorated. Admission 

* to the boxes 2s. 6d. pit Is. 6d. gallery 6d. 
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THE ADELPHI THEATRE 

Is situated in New Bmnswick-street : the 
front is plain stucco work; tlie interior 
small, and is cbieflj used by amateurs. 

There is a small theatre in Fisluanble- 
street, which was originally built for a 
music-hall, but is odIj used now as a 
private theatre. 

In the royal arcade in CoUege-greep, 
there are several commodious rooms, suited 
for public entertainments. . , 

THE MANSION HOUSE. 

The residence of the Lord Mayor, is on 
the south side of Dawson -street. It is a 
plain building of red brick, but the interior 
contains aii excellent suite of apartments^ 
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the principal of which are tihe round 
room, built expressly for the reception of 
George the 4th, in 1821 ; l^e ball room, 
adorned with portraits, among which are 
those of the Dukes of Cumberland and 
Richmond, bj Sir Thomas Lawrence ; the 
drawing joom, also containing several por* 
traits, and the sheriff's room. On a lawn to 
the left of the mansion house, stands an 
equestrian statue of George 1st, which 
formerly stood on Essex-bridge. 

THE LINEN AND YARN HALL 

Is situated in Linen-hall-street : the buit- 
ding occupies a space of nearly three acres 
of ground, and contains about 600 apart- 
laents, in which yarns and linens are depo- 
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ttifefd. Tbe y«m hall is tlie great depot for 
the imU of !hii3 article, which is very cxtea- 
sive. in th^e centre of the linen hall, is a 
fine full lenj^^tatne' of George the fourth, 
in his'^fate Tdb^* by K1l?k ; it is se\'^en feet 
hagh^ iiM was 'ei^ftietfed at the expence of the 
lihen-^factOTS^ in e^ttiiiiemoFation of tte 
King's visit to ^he hall, in ISM. 

THE SESSIONS HOUSE. 

The first stone of the Sessions-house, 
Green-street, was laid in 1792, and the 
bnik^ finished hi 1:^97. The front ia 
composed of six three-quarter columns 
supporting a pediment. The interior forma 
a lofty and spacious court, furnished with 
a gallerj for the public. The quarter* 
sesisioQs are opened by iiie Lord Mayor, 
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THE PHCENIX PARK. - 

kaliU^e tiMft of land, eoptainii^ Hbont 
1700 acfesy dnd is sev^n milto ia cir6mh- 
fereace ; it is sitnated at the west end of 
DabUxti and pleasantly diversified with 
woodland and rising grounds. The Lord 
lient^naaf 8 tbrintrj lodge is here situated 
it is a h^bdsomebisildingy and n^ar it is the 
msnsion of the Chief Secretorj. 

Near the side of fihe lodge is a Connthiati 
cehunny strtnoimt^d by a FhxBO&x, erected 
by Lord Chesterfield in 1745. 

A short distance from the entrance to the 

parl^ are situated the zoological gardens ; 

the spot sielected is admirably adapted for 

the purpose^ there is a hutge piece of water 
C 
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on one side^ and tl^e interior is well laid 
out in walks^ with numerous rustic houses 
and cages for the animals, of which there 
is alreadj a very fine collection. The gar-^ 
dens were first opened in 1831 ; the price 
of admission is onlj sixpence. 

This park also contains the royal milita- 
ry infirmary ; the hibemian school, esta- 
blished by Lord.Xownshendjiforthe educa* 
tion and maintainance of soldier's children; 
a chalybeate spa, with a moss house, the 
gift of the Duchess of Richmond ; a powder 
magazine ; and a large plain of about fifty 
acres, where the troops are occasionally 
reviewed. 

Here also, on an elevated spot, stands 
the Wellington testimonial, erected by pub- 
lic KuLticriiiicn, from a dcsicii by Rourke. 
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It is a plain obelisk, 205 feet in height, res** 
ting on a pedestal 24 feet high and 56 
square. On it are inscribed the names of 
the battles won bj the Duke ; and in front 
is a pedestal, on which is intended to be 
placed an equestrian statue oi his grace. 

BARRACKS. 

THE ROYAL BARRACKS are situated 
near Phoenix park, on the north side 
of theliffej, and are capable of accommo- 
dating 2000 men. They consist of 
several spacious and handsome squares, 
some of which are built on three sides 
and open on the fourth ; palatine square 
is quite enclosed, and the buildings 
are all faced with mountain granite. 
^^ r ^ 
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The plan proposed by Sir Robert Peel, i» 
being put into execution ; the old hoiiaes 
formerlj facing tlie barracks, have been 
palled down, and the parade ia to be con* 
tinned to Ihe water's edge. 

For situation and grai^eur of appearance 
these barracks have few equals, and are 
used for both infantrj and cavalrj. 

THE ARTILLERY BARRACKS are situated 
at Island-bridge; thej are appropriated 
exclusively to the Royal Artillery, and 
contain acconunodation for upwards of SQQ 
men, a park of artillery, &e. 

PORTOBSLLO BARRACKS have accom-' 
modation for 550 men, they are generally 
occupied by one regiment of cavalry and a 
detachment of infi^ntry. 
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b£goar's-bush barracks^ orthenew 
dep6t> i&conetructed for abont 300 men, and 
ai?e occupied exchisivelj bj infentrj. 

g:eoroes-str££T barracks, the bead 
quarters of the recruiting establisbment, is 
calculated to accommodate 300 infantry. 

THE PIGEON HOUSiS FORT, situated (m 
the south wall, near the entrance of the 
river, accommodates a detachment of the 
rojal artillery, and another of in&ntrj; 
here is also an armoury, and the principal 
depdt for ordnance stores. 

SQUARES. 

6T. STBPHBN'8-<IR8Bif, at Ae soufh 
east part of Dablin, is the largest and finest 
square in the cky, and probably in the

British Empire. It is mther mom tban a 
mile in circumference, and is sorromided by 
the houses of several of the nobilitj. This 
fine area of more than 17 acres, is enclosed 
with an iron railing, and the interior taste^ 
frdlj laid out in walks for the proprietors 
of the surrounding houses. In the centre is 
a well executed equestrian statue of George 
the II. bj Van Nost, and on the west side 
stands the College of Surgeons. 

MERRION-SQUARE is situated to the east 
of Stephen's-green, and ranks next to it, in 
point of size. It is about half a mile in 
circumference, -and contains 12 acres in the 
centre, well laid out in walks and shrub- 
beries, and encompassed bj a neat iron 
pallisade. The houses which snnDund it 
are regular in their appearance, and^ well 
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built On tlie west side is the rere of the 
Dublin Sooietj's hoose, with an extensive 
lawn. 

FKTZ WILLI AM-SQUABS is situated^ to the 
south of Merrion-square, and the east of 
Stephen's-green. It is much smaller than 
any of the others, being onlj a quarter of a 
mile in circumference. The interior ia 
verj pleasinglj laid out and the houses 
which surround it are built with great uni- 
formity and elegance. 

MOUNTJOY-SQUABB lies on the opposite 
side of the river, to the north east of the 
citj, in an elevated and healthj situation. 
This area, which is about half a mile in 
circuit, \a laid out with considerable taste 
and judgment. The interior,. a space of 
four acres, is surrounded by a handsome 
c 4 
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railiBg neaUy raunded at the angles ; a 
large gxavel walk winds ihromgk the whole 
and the margin is well planted with a 
ymejLj of flowexing shmbs. llie houses 
are large and xegnlaxljr bnilt. 

RUTIiANJD-SaUABB— the Ljiiig-ia-Eit36- 
pital and Rotpndiv form one side of this 
sqnare, and Granbj'roWi Cavendish-row, 
and Palace-row^ the ihree others. In the 
centre o1^ PiAlace«row stands the honse of ^e 
Earl of Charlemonnty which is bnilt of 
stone, in a good style of architectnre. The 
middle of the square is laid ont in walks and 
shmbberies, which on the evenings of 
Tuesdaj and Frid&y, in the smnmer months, 
are lighted with lamps, and afford a delight- 
fbl promenade to the citixens, military 
bands nsoallj iittending.

CARLISLE, the most easterly^ connects 
Westmoreland-street with Sackville- street ; 
the length is about 210 feet, and the breadth 
40. It is a handsome stone edifice of three 
arches erected in 1791. 

Wellington, or the cast iron bridge, 
between Carlisle and Essex-bridges, is 
composed of a single arch, 140 feet in span, 
resting on stone buttresses. It was erected 
in 1816 for the convenience of foot passen- 
gers, who pay a toll of que halfpenny each, 
it being private property. The expense of 
its erection was about £'3000. 

ESSEX-BRIDGE, crossing the river from 
Parliament-street to Capel-street, was ori- 
b5 ^ , 
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ginaUj built in 1676, the foundation decaj* 
ing it was rebuilt in 1755, on the plan of 
Westminster-bridge. It is a noble struc- 
tiire of hewn stone, and consists of five 
arches. The length is about 250 feet, and 
the breadth, 51. The expense of building 
amounted to £20,661. 

BiCHMOND-BRiDGEy connecting Wine- 
tavem-street with the King's-Inns-quaj, 
so called after the Duchess of Richmond, 
was first opened to the public in 1816. It 
is 320 feet long and 52 broad, and conmsts 
of three arches oi stone, ornamented with 
heads : its erection cost £25,800. The 
balustrades which connect it along the 
entire front of the Four Courts, with 
Whitworth-bridge, are composed of cast 
iron. 
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WHIT WORTH-BRIDGE was commenced 
in 1816, on the site of the oldest bridge 
in the city. It resembles Richmond-bridge 
and connects the extremities of Merchant's 
and King's-Inn'a-quajs. 

QUEEN's-BRiDGE was named after her 
late majestj, Qaeen Charlotte. It consists 
«Kf tiiree arches of stone, and was erected 
on the site ^f Arran-bridge in 1764. It b 
140 feet long and 40 broad ; though small 
it is neat and well proportioned. 

BARRACK-BRIDQS. commonlj called 
Uoodj-brit^^e, from a fiital encounter which 
took place in 1671, is now the oldest in 
Dublin. It consists of four plain semi* cir- 
cular arches. The erection at the south 
tend, c^ a gi^nd gothic gateway, giv£3 it a 
verj picturesque appearance. 

C 6 r- T 
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THE king's or George the FourtVd 
bridge, so named from being built by pub- 
lic subscription in commemoration of his 
majesty's \isit to Dublin, is a handsome 
structure, of a single arch, one hundred feet 
in diameter, the bridge is composed entaxelj 
of cast iron,, and the abutments of moun- 
tain granite. The design, which is paiti- 
cnlarly beautiful, is hy Mr. Papworth. 
The amount paid for its erection was 
£13,000. 

SARAH'S BRlDGE,^ SO ealled after Sarah 
Countess of Westmoreland, is 256 feet long 
and 38 broad. The arch of this bridge is 
104 feet in span, being seven feet wider 
than that of the celebrated Rialto at Venice. 
It is situated at Island-bridge, opposite the 
Phcenix park. 
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ST. PATRICKS CATHEDRAL. 

Was founded in 1190, bj John 
Comyn, Arehbiflhop of Dublin, and ia 
supposed to be built upon the site of a 
chapel erected by St. Patrick. About the 
jear 1368 ; it was destroyed bjr fire, and 
rebuilt with the addition of a steeple and 
spire in about two jears afterwards. The 
cathedral is of gothic architecture and con- 
sists of a nave, transept and choir. The 
nave is 130 feet long, and is lighted bj a 
large window at the west end ; it contains 
manj curious monuments, amongst which 
are those of the following remarkable per- 
sons : — ^Archbishops Smith, Marsh, Talbot, 
and Gregory; Bishop Meredyth^ Dean' 
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Keating, Dean Swift, who was interred in 
October 22d 1745; Mrs Hester Johnston, 
well known as Swift's Stella; Richard 
Lamberf, Earl oifCavan ; John Ball, master 
in chancery ; Richard Parsons, Earl of 
Rosse ; and A. Magiee, a servant of Dean 
Swifts. 

The organ which is the finest tone4 Vi 
Ireland, was built at Rotterdam, and mid 
to have been presented to the cathedral bj 
the Duke of Ormond, who took it from the 
Spaniards at Vigo. 

The choir is ninetj feet in length, aad 
extremely beiftutiM. The ceiling, which 
is composed of groined arches, was former- 
ly of stone, but now replaced with stucco. 
Within the choir are the stalls of the 
Knights of St. Patirick, with their helmets, 
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swords, baxmersy &c,f and the Arclibiiliops 
throne. Among the monuments with 
which it is adorned, s^e those of Richard 
Boyle, Earl of Cork, and Catheiine his 
wife ; Elizabeth, Vi^conntess Doneraile ; 
the Dnke of Seomberg^ who was killed at 
the Bojne ; Dr. Bittolpb, dean of Raphoe ; 
and Archbishop Jones. 

P^ochial eervice commeaRs at 11 
o'clock in the ^Drenoon* The choral ser- 
yiee, long noted for its mnsical excellence, 
»t 3 in the afternoon. 

THB CHAPTER HOUSE — ^The old chap- 
ter house oeenpied part of the southern 
transept, which has been lately repaired 
and restored to its origmal state. 

ST. MARY'S CHAPEL, or royal chapter 
house, at the east end of the choir, was. 
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until lately, given up to the French protes- 
tants, but has since been appropriated to 
its present use. Upon the* installation of 
the knights held heife hy his late Majesty, 
August, 1821, the furniture of the old 
chapter house, with a statue of the Marquis 
of Buckingham, was removed to this chapel^ 
which was fitted up with much splendour. 

THE DsJmERY HOUSE is a short distance 
from the cathedral in Kevin-street. It 
contains portraits of all the deans of Saint 
Patricks. 

ARCHIEPISGOPAL PALACE — ^This vene- 
rable edifice has been converted into a bar- 
rack for horse police, the Archbishop 
getting a residence iu Stepheu's-green, in 
exchange. 
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ARCHBISHOP MARSH'S LIBRARY, near 
the cathedral, is open to the public every 
day from eleven to three, snndajs and ho« 
lidays excepted* It contains the StilBngfteet 
collection, some cniions MSS. and is very 
rich in theological works. 

CHRIST CHURCH CATHEDBAL 

Is situated near the centre of the 
dty, not &r from the casde. It was 
erected in 1038 on the site of a range 
of vaults, where St. Patrick first preach^ 
ed to the people of Dublin. The pre- 
sent choir however was not built till 
1658. The cathedral is of gothic architec- 
ture, and has lately undergone considerable 
repairs; the old buttresses that so much 
disfigured its exterior, have been removed 
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and an elegant iron railing, enclosing a 
considerable area in front of the building, 
has been erected. The old and heavj 
galleries in the interior of the choir, have 
also been taken down, and the side isljes 
thrown into the body of the church. 

The cost of repairing the cathedral is 
estimated at £8000., and it was re-opened 
for divine service, in Februarj 1833. 

The nave is 103 feet long, and contabs 
several curious and beautiM monuments, 
particularly those of Earl Strongbow, the 
first invader of Ireland, who died in 1177 ; 
Thomas Prior, who spent his life in un- 
wearied efforts to promote the welfare of his 
country; Lord Chancellor Bowes, who 
died in 1769 ; Lord Chancellor Lifford, and 
Dr. VYellbore Ellis, bishop of Meath. 
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- The transept is 90 feet in length, and is 
pnncipallj of Saxon architecture. The 
choir is ]04 feet bj 28, and presents an 
incongmons mixtore of several stjles of 
arcbitectore. It contains monuments in 
memory of Robert, Earl of Kildare, bishop 
Fletcher, and Dr. Woodward. The throne 
and state seats, formerly in the gallery, are 
now disposed on either side of the body of 
the church, and are composed of varnished 
oak, neatly carved. 

Contiguous to the cathedral is St. Mary's 
chapel, belonging to the dean and chapter : 
it has lately been converted into a residence 
for the boys of the choir. 

Divine service commences here on Sun- 
days, at half past eleven o'Clock. The 
choir which attends at the College chapel. 
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at nbie o'cloelcy per&rnto dervieehere tffter- 
waf ds and proceeds to St. Patrick's catbe* 
dfalfft tkree. 

PROTESTANT CHUflCttES. 

ST. AN0]t£W'S or tke ROUND CHURCH, 
m St» Aodrew's-streety near Dame-street, 
was built in 1703. It is in the form of an 
ellipus^ and measures 80 feet \>y 60. Over 
the entrance is a statue of the saint, bj £• 
Smjth. The interior is light and elegant, 
and the gallerj is supported bj columns 
of great beauty. Behind the pulpit in the 
gallerj, is the organ, ornamented with 
carved work, and on each side a light gal* 
lerj is erected for the parish children. In 
the centre is a well executed font of veined 
marble, and over it a lustre which formerly 
belonged to the Irish house of Commons. 
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ST. esOROE's-CHURCH, situated m 
Hardwicke-place, on the north side of the 
eity, is a very handsome modem boilding, 
erected from a design by Johnston. 

The principal front is 92 feet in widths 
and eonsists of a noble portico of fonr 
Anted Ionic colnmns, supporting a pedi- 
ment ; on the frieze of tibe entablature^ is a 
greek inscription, signifying '^Glorj to God 
in the highest," Above the portico i^sev 
the steeple, a beantiM piece of arohiteduNy 
200 feet in height, in which are a fine, set 
oi bells, presented bj Afr. Johnston. II19 
body of the church is of a square fi>rmy 
having three fronts of the Ionic order. At 
tile eastern extremity is tiie parish school, 
and vestry room. The mterior, wMeh i» 
hi a coireg^ondiDg style of taste and mag<* 
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nificence, id 80 feet by GO, and surrounded 
bj a gallerj. 

The old ehnrch of St. George is situated 
in Temple-street : it was built as a chapel 
of ease to the parish of St. Marj, in 1608. 

ST. webburgh's, in Werburgh-street, 
is a large and elegant structure, erected ia 
1 759, on the site of the old church, which 
was destroyed bj fire in 17^4. The front 
consists of several stories: the first is oriia- 
xnented with Ionic pilasters; the second 
story with Corinthian, and the third Com- 
podte. The spire with which is was Ibrr 
merly ornamented, was particularly light 
and graceful, but in consequence of il iacli<^ 
ning from the perpendicular, was takeu 
down in 1810. The interior of the church 
is eighty feet by fifty-two. In this church 
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Sir James Ware, the antiquary, and Lord 
Edward Fitzgerald, are interred. 

ST. MiCHAN's CHURCH is Situated in 
Church-street, a short distance from the 
Four Coorts. The body of the building is 
in the fonn of a cross, and verj ancient. 

The choir became ruinous and was taken 
down in 1824, but the steeple being of more 
modem construction, remains ; the church 
was then repaired in an elegant aiid perma- 
nent manner. The vaults beneath this 
church are diy, and remarkable for preser- 
ving bodies for a great number of years, 
some that have been here for centuries, 
still retain their features. In this church- 
yard many persons implicated in the Irish 
Rebellion of 1798, were interred, Here 
is also a monument of Dr LucaS; who re- 
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presented EInblin in parliameuti and died 
in 177]. 

ST. PSTSB's church in Anngier-street 
k noted as that in which the celebrated 
Dean Kirwan pieached ; both, the exterior 
and interior of the church wre divested of 
ornament ; it is extremelj capacious^ and 
built in the form of a cross. Mr. Maturin, 
the anthor of ** Bertram" was a curate of 
this parish^ which is considered the largest 
in Dublin, and from its great extent requires 
the assistance of several chapels ; there is 
one in Kevin-street, another in Mount^street 
Menion-square, a third at Donnjbrook, a 
fourth at Rathfamham, and others at 
Tanay, Booterstown and Rathmines. 

ST. THOMAS'S CHURCH, situated in 
Marlborough-streety opposite Gloucester- ^ 
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hj PaUadio. Tha front eonsisto. «f ttro 

pilasteiBy ancb two tfareef-qpiaiter eolmnns^, of 

the CompoBitB 0Bd«R. in the oeoiFe ia & 

grand doorwaf GeomaaSi hy aiir angdtt 

pediment, over which a belfi^F haa been 

latalj etaetad; The intariov s< eommo- 

diaaa^andwdl designed; ite-kngtiiMieet 

miitohTmMxM.

ST. bride's church is ritnated in cr 
street of the same name^ and at the comer 
of Kide's-alley : it was erected in 1684. 
The exterior is without decoration^ bat the 
interior is lights and comfortably iitted-np. 

ST. CATHERINE'S CHURCH lliOmas- 

street, poi^sesses much architectural beauty. 
The front is composed of granite, and ha9 
in the centre four semi-columns of the 
Doric order, supporting a pediment^ and 
at the extremities are coupled pilasters. At 
the west end stands a tower in which there 
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k only one bell. The interior is about 80 
feet by 50, and exhibits excellent ta»te in 
its anaagem&at 

ST. JAMBS*S CHURCH, in JameB's-street, 
is a long low narrow building, with six^ 
windows in each dde, with circular heads.' 
Hie interior is plain : one row of pews on 
each- aide constitute the aoconunodation for 
the parishioners. 

ST. JOHN'S CHURCH is situated in Fish* • 
lAamble^treet, at the comer of John's-lane, 
The front consists of four columns of tlie • 
Doric €^1^, fiupportbg a pediment. The 
interior is plain but handsome, the galleries 
are fronted with oak^ panelled and varnish- 
ed. The cost for re-building it in 1707, 
amounUdtoi^inO.

ST. MARK'S CHURCH sitnated in Mia«kr 
street, is a large plain buUding, haying no 
pretensions to architectnral beaatj. The 
i^terior, 80 feet by 30, is laid out iivith 
benches, with backs of panelled qak, and i». 
well calculated for the apconunodaition of 
numbers. 

ST. MARY'S CHURCH vx Mary-street, b 
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inefy sSj^atedy bat its stjle of fttchitecture 
and apfp^aatince^ is m^an and tmint^restii^. 
The interior tboi^h not elegant, iB very 
coAifortable, and Is 72 feet by 52. The 
g«iBerife% ftjTfe snpported bj pilfers, ovfer 
n^ctl are lomc colnniiiis that sustain i^e 
tocf. it ddntate a great many ino^ti- 
UrMtB and ins<;'riptioiii3 rbtmd the watts. 

ST. MARY'S CHAPEL OF EASlE, Monrit- 

jdy-Btreetj is a very beatidful stnicture^ 
biAi; i& the friodem gothic style of arcM- 
teemre. Tte j»oof is of stofte, tiirtied to a 
-pointed afcb, and ii) snimtoimted by a par- 
ticularly light and elegsjit steeple. The 
gfOtebd wtar presented to the parish by the 
Bail of Moun^'oy. This chapel was fii^ 
iqpened to tile pnblio in 1830, and is capa- 
U« of codOinli^g lOOD persons. 
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ST. MICHAEL'S CHURCH IS mtiMtted in 

. High-streety at the comer of Michaers-hilly 
immediatelj oppoute Christ Church cathe- 
dral. It is a smaQ hat neat structurey hnilt 
ia the gothic stjle of arehitectnre^ hand- 
somely fitted up within, hnt void of external 
omam^it. It was erected in 1815, on the 
site of the old church, of which the steeple 

. alone remains. 

ST. NICHOLAS WITHIN — this church 
ntnated in Nicholas-street* near High* 

• street, was erected in 1707, hut grow- 
ing ruinous, was taken downin 1837, and 
will shortly be reboilt 

ST. NICHOLAS WITHOUT--4he parish 
of St. Nicholas is divided into two parts. 

. St. Nicholas within the walls, and Nicholas 
without. This latter church may be eon- 
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Bidered coeval with St. Patrick's cathedraU 
as it occupied the north transept of the ca- 
thedral. It was formerly quite in ruins, 
but has lately been restored. 

ST. PAUL'S CHURCH is situated near the 

Bine-coat Hospital. It is a neat edifice^ 

built in the gothio stjle, with a small spire. 

.The interior is commodious and contains 

several monuments.

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ROMAN CATHOLIC 
CHURCHES AND CHAPELS. 

THB METROPOLITAN OR CHURCH OF 
THS CONCKPTION, dtnated in Marlbo- 
fough-street, near Sackville-street, is a spa* 
eSoos and magnificent building in the gre- 
^an Btjle, the erection oi which commeh« 
€ed in 1816. The principal front, which 
extends llSfeet, when finished will consist 
of a ndble pordco of six fluted columns of 
the Doric order, supporting a pediment and 
entablature oAiamented with figures of 
Faith, Hope and Charitv. The interior 
18 divided into a hoAy and side aisles hy a 
splendid coUonade which at the west end 
forms a circular termination under which 
the principal altar is placed. There are 
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also two side altars. The ceiling is circn-^ 
lar and beautifullj ornamented with panels 
and fret-worit. The expence of erecting 
this edifice was defrayed bjT P^U<5 snj)- 
Bcriptiop, and is estimated, i^t £50JiQ0. 

ST. michan's GHAPKL in north Anne* 
street, is a handsome stone ediiice, bcdlt in 
the goihio style* The interior^ also gothie^ 
is ornamented with figures of several of 
the principal Irish saints in bass relief. 
Over the grand altar is an alto relievo re- 
presenting onr Saviour, and above the sid^ 
a}tars are paintings of 9t. Francis an^.the 
virgin. 

ST. ANDREW'S CHAPBL, Westland-row, 
immediately adjoining the entrance to the 
K4ngstO¥m railway, is a large and hand- 
some edifice, built in imitation of a church 
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at Athens, ft is capable of accommoda- 
ting &O6O persons, and c6st £15,000 raised 
by subscriptioii. James Bonlger, architect. 

THE CHURCH OF SP. IHANCIS XAVIER, 

tTppet (Jardiner-stireet, is one of the most 
classical ediifces in Dublin. The front 
^johsists of a rfis^nrficent portic6 of native 
granite, 50 feet high, snrrdounted by an 
entabla^Jore ind peditiiie'nt gracefblly pro- 
pditibn'ed. The interior is cruciform, and 
iinislied in the most exqtusite manner, 

ST. MICHAEL AND ST. JOHN'S, in Ei- 

change-street, is an elegant building, in the 
pointed style, having two fronts of hewn 
stone. The interior is richly ornamented 
in an elegant and chaste style of workman- 
ship. At one end are three altars^ over 
the centre altar is a painting of the cmci- 
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lixion^ and on either nde are motdowft oT 
stained glass. The two smaller altars are- 
adorned with paintings, one representiag 
St. John the eyang<elist9.bj Del Frate ; and 
the other, Michael and Satan, 60|^ed fiovk 
a painting in St Peter*s> at Rome. On one 
ttde of the chapel is a monmnent, kk me- 
mory of Dr. Betagh, hy Tnmerelli, The 
confessionals are beautifully carved. 

There are manj other Roman Catholie 
churches and chapels in Dublin, the pri&«^ 
cipal of them are as follows :— «

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CONVENTS AND NUNNERIES. 

The Augastinian Friary of St Jolm, is 
sitoated in John-street^ on the north side 
of Thomas-Btreety and has a superior and 
five resident clergymen; also a female 
school, for fiflj orphans, and an asylum for 
old suid destitute men. The celebrated Dr. 
Do jle was a member of this establishment. 

THE DOMINICAN CONVENT, situated in 
Denmark-street, has seven clergymen at« 
tached. Here twenty-five orphan boys are 
supported and educated i there is likewise 
a day school numerously attended. 

THE FRANCISCAN CONVENT & CHURCH 
situated on MerchantV^^ftyy has seven 
clergymen. The new church is a very 
large building dedicated to St. Francis of 
Afiisium^ 
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TttB CAP0CHIN FRJAKY of CHmtsh- 
street chapel, has eight clergjmen — above 
seventy hojs are educated here. 

THE CALCED CARMfELITKS, OR FRIAllY 
OF ST. PATRICK, has six clergjmen alid 
a chapel in Whitefriar-street, erected in 
1825, from designs bj G. Papwoith. It is 
two hundred feet long aod thirty-five broad ; 
the interior is tastefully fitted up. 

THE DI^CALCED CARMELITE6, in Cla- 

rendon-stfeet, have a large and commodious 
chapel, served by seven clergymen. 

THE SISTERS OF MERCY are resident in. 
Lower Baggot-street. 

THE SISTERS OF CHARITY are resident 
in Stanhope-street, Upper Ghirdiner-street 
and Sandymount. 
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TB[S POpB ciiA^j^s' nxim^r^ i» sitriAted 
at Kiag^psnu apd coQai9jts of ^eyen nuns. 

THS LAPI£S OF THS PBfiSENTATipN 

liave a nunnery at George's-lull, and edu- 
cate thre^ hundred girls^ tweotf^ of whom 
tl^qy. clothe. There is also a nunnery at 
Richmond^ two miles from Dublin, b^long- 
i]2gtQ t hfij oft. 

TBS POOR CLARES, of Harold's-eross 
njunnery? haye a fine chapel and an exeel- 
l^t house* Thej clothe^ educate and 
support ninety fimiale orphans. 

THE CARM£LITS NUNNERY of the Order 

of St Joseph, is situated at Ranekgh, and 
consists of seventeen nuns. The school- 
hpuse is ad^oiniog, where sixty girls are 
educated. 
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The Cannelites have ako nnimeries 
at Warrenmonnt, Flilioiise and Blaiiehen- 
tawn, in the vidnitj of Dublin; and in 
North Wiiliam-street. 

THE LADIES DOMINICANS have a ntin* 
nery at Cabragh, abont three miles from 
Dublin. 

THE CHRISTIAN BROTHERS' SCHOOLS 

are ntoated in Riofamond-streety nordi. 
Thej were bnSit out of the IhndB of the late 
Catholie Aseociation— eight hundred bo js *

The gardens near the entrance to Phoenix 
paxky are open every daj, and the admie- 
eion fee is eixpence. 

THE ROYAL HIBERNIAN ACADEMY, of 
painting, sculpture and arohitectnre, waa 
founded bj the late Francis Johnston.

architeet. It was incorporated in 18239 
and has annnal exhibitions of paintings, 
admission Is. The building, which is si- 
tuated in Lower Abbey-street, is modem 
and elegant.

£300. 

THE ROYAL IRISH INSTITUTION, sitUfr- 

ted in College-street, was founded in 1813, 
for promoting ;the iinc arts. It consists of 
a patron, vice-patron, president, ten vica- 
preaidents, and twelve directors.

THS COIiLSQB OF PHYSICIANS (Sir 
PkUfidc Dium'a Hoapital) wm inoorpomtod 
ia 1692, and conmstB of a prendent, four 
cenaoiBy a T^gisknx, treasurer, and tvent j- 
skie feUowa. Its objects are nearly mmilar 
to those ci the College of Phjucians, in 
Lcmdon—- The coQege possesses a vahiable 
libfwj. 

THS COLLBOB OF SURQB0N8 was ineOT- 

ponded in 1784. Tlie present edifice sita* 
ated on the west side of Stephen's-green, 
was erected in 1806, at a cost of abont 
£35,000. In 1825, £6000. w»8 laid oat 
in the erection of. a musemn, and altering 
the exterior of the building, which now

HOSPITALS, &c. 

THE EOYAii HOSPITAL, at Kilmaiuham, 
was erected in 1C83, from designs hj 
Christopher Wren, for the reception of in- 
valid and superannuated soldiers. 

The building is well adapted for the pur- 
pose and is about 306 feet by 228, having 
in the interior a handsome court yard, 210 , 
feet square. 

In the hall, which is 100 feet long and , 

50 broad, are twenty-two line full-lcmth 
E 
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pertmts and a collection of anns. The 
chapel is a venerable building 80 fleet hy 
40 ; the east window is adorned with 
painted glass, and beneath is the commn- 
nion table of carved Irish oak, beaudfitllj 
executed. The ceiling is covered with 
some of the richest stucco work in the 
kingdom. 

THE BLUE-COAT HOSPITAL, founded bj 
the corporation, is situated in Bladdiali- 
place, and consists of a centre and two 
wings, built of portland stone, extending 
900 feet. It was incorporated in 1670, for 
the maintainance and education of the sons 
of reduced citizens of Dublin ; the pre* 
sent building was erected in 1773, at an 
expenoe of £21,000, its annual income is 
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aboat jMOOO, and it is capable of acco- 
modating from 150 to 200 boys. 

THE LYING-IN HOSPITAL, Great Bri- 

taiii-6t]%et, was ibimded by Dr. Mosse, and 
opened for the reception of patients in 
1757. llie front of the building is compo- 
sed of granite, and exteads 125 feet. The 
iiusome of the hospital is derived from be- 
quests, subscriptions from the governors, 
and the profits arising from the Rotunda 
and gardens attached. Parliament grants 
JC1200. 

THE FOUNDLING HOSPITAL, an exten- 
sive building situated in James's-street,. 
was founded in 1704, and annuallj admit- 
ted about 1900 children, until, from tne 
amazing increase, it was found necessary 
to issue an edict that none should be ad-

mitted after 1831. The annual parliamen- 
tary grant to this institution was £20,000- 
THE NATIONAL INSTITUTION for the 

education of deaf and dumb children* 
of the poor, was established in 1816, and 
is situated at Claremont near Glassnevin. 

THE RICHMOND NATIONAL INSTITUr 
TION, 37, Upper Sackville-street, for the 
instruction of the industrious blind. 

THE HOUSE OF INDUSTRY, Brunswick- 
street, was established by act of parliament 
in 1773, and is supported by parliamentary 
grants, donations and profits arising from 
the labour oi the poor. This establishment 
is very extensive, occupying Jl acres of 
ground, and contains hospitals, and asylums 
for lunatics and idiots. 
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There are also four detached hospitals, 
for the relief of fever, chronic and surgical 
patients, a dispensary for the relief of the 
sick poor of the north-west division of the 
citj, and an institution for the relief of the 
ruptured poor of Ireland. The amount of 
the parliamentary grant for one year, 
ending March, 1836, was £20,000. 

ST. PATRICK'S OR SWIFT'S HOSPITAL, 
for idiots and lunatics, was founded in 
1745, by Dean Swift, who bequeathed 
nearly the whole of his personal property, 
£11,000, for that purpose. The building 
has since been enlarged, and is capable of 
accommodating 180 patients.

SIR PATRICK DUNN'S HOSPITAL, Grand 
Canal-Street. This building was erected 
at an expence of nearly £40,000.

It is supported by do- 
nations and the weekly receipts of the 
chapel, which is well attended. 

THE LOCK PENITENTIARY and BETHES- 
DA CHAPEL, Dorset-Street, founded by 
William Smyth, Esq. for the reception of 
female orphans, and such women dismissed 
from the lock hospital, as wished to return 
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to the paths of industry and virtue. About 
thirty are generally in the asylum. 

THB WESTMORELAND LOCK HOSPITAL, 
Townsendnstreet, is an extensive building, 
capable of containing three hundred patieuts 
and is supported by a parliamentary grant 
of £2913. 

SIMPSON'S HOSPITAL, in great Britain- 
street, was founded by Mr. George Simp- 
son, in 1781, for the reception of blind and 
gouty men. ' The income of the hospital 
amounts to nearly £2700. and it is capable 
of accommodating one hundred patients. 

STEVEN'S HOSPITAL, fidtuated On the 
south side of the lifTey, near Swift's hp^ital, 
is an extensive building, forming a spa** 
cious square of 233 feet by 200. It is 
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capable of receiving three hundred patients. 
The annual income of this institution i» 
j£3000., besides a parliamentary grant of 
£1500, 

COOMBE LYING-IN HOSPITAL, founded 
in 1819, contains forty-two beds, comfort- 
ably fitted up. This institution daily affords 
advice and medicine to about one hundred 
and fifty extern patients.

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PRISONS, HOUSES OF CORREC- 
TION, &c. 

NEWGATE, the principal prison in Dub- 
lin, is situated in Green-street, and occu- 
pies a space of 170 feet hy 130. The foun- 
dation of this building was laid in 1773, 
and it was opened for the reception of 
malefiictors in 1781. The front consists 
of three stories, and is composed of granite. 
At the angles are round towers vrith loop- 
holes. The interior is divided into two 
equal parts, having on each side walls with 
iron gates, through which visitors are 
allowed to speak to the prisoners. Besides 
the gaolers and his deputy, there are five 
turnkeys, a surgeon, physician, inspector, 
and three chaplains. 
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KILMAINHAM, or the County Gaol, is 
situated near the royal hospital, and has 
a handsome court-house close to it. 

THE SHERlFF^s PRISON in Green-street, 
was erected in 1794. It is a large building 
.forming three sides of a square, surround- 
ing a court-yard, and generally contains 
about 100 debtors. 

THE CITY MARSHALSEA, also in Green- 
street, is a prison for persons arrested for 
debts under ten pounds. 

THE FOUR COURTS MARSHALSEA, situ- 
ated in Marshalsea-lane, Thomas-street, is 
also intended for debtors. 

THE RICHMOND BRIDEWELL, for the 

reformation of offenders of both sexes, is 
situated on the Circular-road, on the south 
side of the city. It was built in ]813, and 
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occupies a space of about five acres, inclu- 
ding the garden. The building is of strne, 
and is entered hy a massive gate, flanked 
"by walls and towers. The interior is di- 
vided into courts, surrounded hy buildings 

THE RICHMOND GENERAL PENITENTI- 
ARY, in Grange Gorman-lane, was built 
in 1812, firom designs hy Johnston. Tfte 
front, which has a very imposing appear- 
ance, is 700 feet long ; it is built of black 
stone and surmounted hy a cupola. 
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THE DUBLIN AND KINGSTOWN 
RAILWAY. 

The entrance station is situated on the 
aast side of Westland-row. The front is 
plain, neat and well built, without anj 
attempt at architectural embellishment. 
The internal arrangement of the office lor 
the reception of passengers, is particularl/ 
good, and the arrival and departure of the 
trains, every half and sometimes everj 
quarter of an hour, is accomplished without 
danger or confusion. 

The railway commences at an elevation 
of about twenty feet from the surface, and 
spans each street by fiat eliptical arches. 
The passengers station is divided by light 
iron rails into compartments, to prevent 
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confusion on entering the carriages, and is 
surmounted bj a light and elegant metal 
roof. 

The railway is carried across the quays 
and grand canal docks by a granite bridge 
of three arches ; a little beyond this bridge 
the road contracts from 60 to about 30 feet, 
being adapted for two lines only. At 
Haigh's distillery the rail-road is nearly 
upon a level with the surface ; public roads 
cross it at various places aloi^ the line, 
and at each place a neat lodge is built, 
gates are placed across the railway, and 
a vigilant watch kept. 

The bridge over the river Dodder, was 
originally built of stone, but being destroy- 
ed by . a flood, a temporary wooden one 
has been ejected. A little beyond this 
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brioge, oa the north side are erected 
bmldinga for the repair and construction 
of engines, carriages, waggons, &c. and 
other necessary shops for the company. 

From Merrion the rail-road crosses thq 
strand, enclosing and reclaiming a space 
of nearly fifty acres. At Black-rock the 
company have constmcted bathing aocom- 
modation for both sexes, on the outer side 
of the railway, to which access has been 
made by a handsome foot-bridge, from the 
high ground. 

The railway then passes Lord CUm-> 
curry's demesne between two beautiful 
granite pavilions, next under the noble 
archway or tunnel, and then through a 
deep rocky excavation, more than forty 
feet in depth, emerging from hence the 
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eye catches the noble sea view, \dth the 
distant harbour. The road now passes close 
to Seapoint boarding honse, where it is cros- 
sed l>y a light wooden bridge, again occurs 
deep cutting through granite rocks, and 
a handsome stone bridge crosses to a Mar^* 
tello tower. From thence to Salt-hill, the 
rail-road runs at the foot of Monkstown 
cliffs, with a promenade on the sea-side, 
and divided from the footpath bj a neat 
iron railing. At Salt-hill is a splendid 
tavern which commands a fine view of the 
bay and harbour. From Dunlearj the 
railway crosses the old harbour and termi« 
nates at the new steam packet pier, 
Kingstown harbour, from whence it is cal- 
culated, that passengers on arriving, will, 
with the mail-bags, be conveyed in a 
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quarter of an hour from the royal harbour 
of George the fourth, to the centre of the 
Irish metropolis — a distance of 7 miles. 

The railway carriages for passengers are 
of three classes, and are elegantly construc- 
ted. The &res are six-pence, eight^pence 
and one shilling.
